Christmas 


Reflection 


by John S. O'Neill, S.J. °46 


Usually at this time of year a 
man begins to wonder what this 
Christmas event is all about...if he 
takes time off to do any wondering 
at all. At this time each year | find 
myself confronted with the task of 
preparing a talk for midnight mass. 
And each year | come to the con- 
clusion that Christmas is a most dif- 
ficult subject to speak about, per- 
haps because it is a vast subject, 
as vast as the Mystery of God 
Becoming a Man. | could once again 
run around and look up the books, 
search out what Karl Rahner, Tho- 
mas Merton and Bonhoffer have to 
say about it; | could ponder the in- 
terpretation of the Bethlehem event 
by the Scripture scholars. In their 
own way, these sources are impor- 
tant. But | sense something is mis- 
sing and | am not sure what it is. 

So as | begin to think about the 
meaning of Christmas again, | find 
| am turning with some satisfaction 
to other sources. | think now of 
people, people | have met during the 
past six months. To know the pro- 
found meaning of Christmas, | be- 
lieve, is to know these people. If 
Christ became a man, the meaning 
of Christmas is to be found in the 
heart of man, the man you and | 
meet each day. During the summer | 
met a number of people while | was 
engaged in mental health work in 
Washington, D.C.; since September 
students have come to me in my 
capacity as Chaplain and Counselor. 


| think of these people now. 

There was the elderly lady | found 
living utterly alone. She was bright, 
stubborn, somewhat defeated by 
life. Yet even with two husbands 
dead, childless, and rejected by 
her only sister, she managed an 
engaging smile. She was too proud 
to enter a home for senior citizens; 
too stubborn to take welfare help; 
too attached to quit her little home, 
the only thing she could call her 
own. | wonder now if she is as skept- 
ical about Christmas as she was 
about talking to a priest. Yet it was 
for the heart of this woman, where 
she is today, that Christ was born. 

And He was born that day in Beth- 
lehem for that woman too, who 
sat surrounded by professionals 
waiting for her to sign away her child 
to an adoption agency. Our mental 
health team had gathered in an 
office awaiting the next patient. 
The woman was brought in. She 
was sick, but not sick enough to be 
hospitalized. And she was well 
enough to feel love and affection. 
Now she was being told that she 
wasn't capable enough to_ raise 
her own child. She signed and 
stared accusingly at us. There 
has to be a link between her family 
experience and the experience of 
that family in the cave, or Christmas 
means nothing at all. 

It meant something to the young 
shepherds. So too must it mean 
something to the young fellow who 
stands in front of me and tells me 
that life is not worth living. To make 
life worth living love is needed, he 
says, and he finds none in his home 
nor in society nor in the world. But 
Christ was born for this man just 
as He was born for that other young 
fellow who sees the Church as an 
archaic remnant of the past... and 
the liturgy as a meaningless and 
repetitious mumbo-jumbo. 

The reason for Christmas has 
to be found in the Czechs who fought 
for freedom; in the Biafrans who 
starved to death for reasons no 
man can accept; in the citizens 
of Resurrection City, Harlem and 
Watts. It has to involve the millions 
who wept at the death of Martin 
Luther King and the Kennedys. It 
has to touch the sincere mothers 
and fathers profoundly disturbed by 
the Encyclical on Birth Control; it 
has to embrace the many Catholics, 
priests, nuns and laymen who have 
questioned their commitment or quit 
it. 

A couple of Christmas eves ago | 
thought | had gasped finally what 
Christmas was all about. | was in 
New Jersey, walking through a 
project area, wondering what | 
would say that night at midniyht 
mass. Then | saw something happen; 
it was simple, but for me, at that 
moment, most profound. On the side- 
walk in that cement jungle was a 
boy about fifteen years old in a 


wheel chair; he was crippled and 
spastic, his whole body writhing in 
repulsive contortions. A woman 
came out of a nearby building, walk- 
ed graciously and smilingly to the 
boy, embraced him and held him 
warmly in her arms. God became a 
man, embracing not human nature, 
but human people, even the most 
repulsive of us. Christ was and is 
because man is here. 

When Christ walked the earth 
there were the shepherds, Herod, 
the woman taken in adultery, Mary 
Magdalen, the confused questioning 
Nicodemus, the outcast leper, the 
possessed, the vacillating apostles... 
all were there and He came because 
they were there. 

He comes today because there 
are people here...the old lady, the 
mental patient, the Czechs, the con- 
fused youth, his vacillating and 
perplexed followers, the Biafrans, 
the poor, the prodigal sons and 
people like Joseph and Mary. | am 
not sure what the attraction is for 
Him. But | believe that as | know 
the human heart more, | shall know 
more about why He took a human 
heart. 

| believe, then, that the meaning 
of Christmas is people. It is Christ 
and people; people turn to him on 
December 25th. It is people and 
people; the Bethlehem event sends 
us visiting our friends; and of all 
times of the year it is then that 
we open our hearts to those who 
have no friends. 

In Bethlehem God _ embraced 
flesh and blood, a human heart. 
Christmas must then be the conti- 
nued embracing of the human heart 
by Him and us, wherever it is found, 
in whatever condition it is found. 





Statutes of The 
Board of Governors 
of Loyola College: 


Enacted by 
The Corporation 


under Sections 
7& 8 of The Act 
62 Vict. c. 78. 


Preamble 


1. Whereas by the Act 62 Vict. c. 
78, assented to on March 10th 1899, 
Reverend Gregory O'Bryan and five 
other members of the Society of Je- 
sus and all persons who were to as- 
sociate themselves with them, and 
their successors, were constituted 
a corporation for educational pur- 
poses under the name of Loyola 
College; 

Whereas under sections 7 and 8 
of said Act the Corporation was 
empowered to enact statutes, rules 
and regulations respecting the ad- 
ministration of its property, its in- 
ternal government and manage- 
ment, the powers of its officers 
and generally, all matters con- 
cerning its purposes; 

Whereas over the years the Cor- 
poration has acquired the habit of 
delegating to what is now known as 
its Board of Governors certain 
aspects of the administration of 
Loyola College; 

Whereas the Corporation now 
vishes to define the manner and 
degree of participation of its Board 
of Governors in the administration 
of Loyola College; 

Therefore the Corporation in 
the exercise of the powers granted 
to it by the said Act hereby enacts 
the following Statues: 

Definitions 
2. In these Statues and in all by- 
laws, regulations or rules made 
thereunder, unless the context 
requires a different meaning, the 
following words mean respec- 
tively: 
(a) Loyola College: the institution 
contemplated by the Act 62 Vict. 
c. 78, excluding therefrom Loyola 
High School; 
(b) Trustees: the successors of the 
incorporators named in the Act 
62 Vict. c. 78: 
(c) Corporation: the entity created 


by the Act 62, Vict. c. 78; 

(d) Board: The Board of Gover- 
nors hereinafter created; 

(e) President: the President of 
Loyola College 


Aims and Objectives 


3. The aims and objectives of Loyo- 
la College shall be to remain a 
Catholic academic community 
functioning aS an university ad- 
vancing learning, disseminating 
Knowledge, developing its mem- 
bers intellectually, socially, moral- 
ly and physically, and bettering 
society. 

4. Loyola College will continue to 
be an academic community alive 
and vibrant with religious faith, 
and make further progress towards 
being, in the words of John XX- 
Ills encyclical Pacem in Terris, 
a community ‘‘whose foundation 
is truth, whose measure and ob- 
jective is justice, whose driving 
force is love, and whose method 
of attainment is freedom.” 


Delegation of power 


5. Any power delegated herein by 
the Corporation must be exercised 
in a manner compatible with said 
objectives. 
6. Any proposed curricular chan- 
ges that would alter the present 
Christian and humanistic character 
of Loyola College will be subject 
to the approval of the Trustees. 
7. Excepting the powers confer- 
red on it by sections 4-2, 4-3, and 
4-4 of the Act 62 Vict. c. 78, the 
Corporation delegates to the extent 
below set out the general admin- 
istration of Loyola College to the 
following bodies: 

(a) the Board of Governors, 

(b) The Executive Committee of 

the Board of Governors, 

(c) the Senate. 


Composition of the Board 


8. There shall be a Board of Gov- 
ernors of not more than twenty- 
eight members, consisting of: 
(a) The President (ex officio). 
(b) Three members to be named 
by the Alumni Association in ac- 
cordance with its by-laws. 
(c) Four members to be named 
by the Senate in accordance with 
its by-laws. 
(d) Seven members to be named 
by the Corporation. 
(e) Nine members to be named 
by the Board from the general 
public. 
(f) Four additional members may 
be named at the pleasure of the 
Board. 


Term of 


9.(a) The term of office of those 
mentioned in clauses (b) to (f) 
of section 8 shall be three years 
from the date of their appoint- 
ment. 

(b) Terms of office shal be ro- 


tated so that a portion of each 
group shall retire each year. 

(c) All shall be eligible for re- 
appointment. 

(d) The Board, as it is now con- 
stituted, shall be included among 
those mentioned in section 8, 
and special provisions shall be 
required for the initial years. 


Vacancies 

10.(a) The office of a member of the 
Board shall become vacant at 
the expiration of the term of of- 
fice of a member, and in the case 
of death, resignation or other 
circumstances fixed by the by- 
laws. 
(b) The Board may fill any vacan- 
cy occurring in groups 8 (b), 8 
(c), 8 (e), and 8 (f), for the unex- 
pired portion of the term of the 
member whose seat has become 
vacant. Before exercising this 
power with respect to groups 8 
(b) and 8 (c), the Board shall 
allow the Alumni Association or 
the Senate as the case may be 
30 days in which to replace the 
member whose seat has become 
vacant. 


Protection of the Board 

11. Nothing herein contained has 
the effect of, or shall be con- 
strued to have the effect of, ren- 
dering all or any of the members 
of the Board individually liable 
Or account for or by reason of 
any debt, contract or security in- 
curred or entered into for or by 
reason of Loyola College or for 
Or On account of or in respect of 
Loyola College or for or on ac- 
count of or in respect of any mat- 
ter or thing whatsoever relating to 
Loyola College. 


Chairman and Vice-Chairman 

12.(a) The Board shall elect from 
among its members a Chairman 
and a Vice-Chairman. 
(b) The Chairman shall preside 
over meetings of the Board of 
Governors and shall have such 
other powers and duties as from 
time to time may be conferred 
upon him or assigned to him by 
the Board. 


Executive Committee 

13. The Board shall appoint from 
its Own members an Executive 
Committee with power to act be- 
tween meetings. 


Other Committees 
14. The Board shall appoint from 
its own members such Committees 
of the Board as it deems advisable, 
and delegate to such Committees 
any of its powers. 


Joint Committee 
15. The Board shall provide for the 
appointment and establishment of 
a Joint Committee of the Board, 


Senate and Students to discuss 
matters of mutual concern, and 
shall fix its membership, powers 
and duties. 


Meetings of the Board 
16.(a) The Board shall meet at least 

three times per year, once in the 
autumn, once in the winter, and 
once in the spring. 
(b) It shall meet at the call of the 
Chairman, or, in the event of his 
absence or inability to act, at the 
call of the Vice-Chairman or the 
member of the Board senior in 
order of appointment, on written 
notice given at least five clear 
days before the date fixed for the 
meeting. 
(c) Special meetings of the Board 
may be called by any ten of its 
members on written notice of at 
least five clear days. 


Minutes and Records 

17.(a) The Board shall keep proper 
minutes and records of its pro- 
ceedings and proper books of 
account of the financial affairs 
of Loyola College. 
(b) The Board shall submit the 
annual report of Loyola Col- 
lege to the Trustees, and such 
other reports as may be requested 
from time to time. 


Quorum 

18. Twelve of its members shall 
constitute a quorum for the tran- 
saction of all business, except as 
a in clause (c) of section 
20. 


By-laws 

19. The board may establish, or 
amend, rules and regulations gov- 
erning its own meetings and pro- 
cedures. 


Amendments to these Statutes 

20.(a) The Board may recommend 
to the Trustees amendments to 
these Statutes. 
(b) The notice convening any 
meeting of the Board at which 
such amendment is to be con- 
sidered shall declare the purpose 
of the meeting and shall be sent 
in writing to each member of the 
Board fifteen clear days before 
the date fixed for the holding of 
the meeting. 
(c) A recommended amendment 
to these Statutes shall have the 
approval of two-thirds of the 
Board, either in person or in writ- 


ing. 


General powers of the Board 
21. The Board shall possess gen- 
eral jurisdiction and_ authority 
over the conduct of the Affairs of 
Loyola College. 


Specific powers of the Board 
22. For greater clarity, but without 
limiting the generality of its authori- 


ty, the Board shall have the fol- 
lowing specific powers and duties: 


(a) to appoint the President. Ap- 
pointment shall be made from 
nominees proposed by the Cor- 
poration. 

(b) to appoint and remove Vice- 
Presidents. 

(c) to appoint, promote and re- 
move, - on the recommendation 
of the President, - Deans, Direc- 
tors, Associate Deans, Assist- 
ant Deans, Chairmen of Depart- 
ments, teaching staff and all per- 
sonnel. 

(d) to determine the number, du- 
ties, tenure of office, salaries 
and other emoluments of all per- 
sons listed in the preceding clau- 
ses of this section. 

(e) to fix and determine all fees 
and charges to be paid by stu- 
dents and by any other person. 
(f) to administer, except for alien- 
ation of property, the finances of 
Loyola College. 

(g) to borrow money to a max- 
imum cumulative amount stipu- 
lated by the Trustees. If the Board 
so desires, the Trustees will bor- 
row money on the recommenda- 
tion of the Board. 

(h) it may, after hearing the in- 
terested parties, remove and dis- 
miss any member of the teaching 
staff or any officer or other em- 
ployee or student upon grounds 
which in its opinion affect or are 
likely to affect adversely Loyola 
College. 


President 
23.(a) The President shall be ap- 


pointed by the Board from no- 
minees proposed by the Corpora 
tion. 

(b) The President shall be the 
chief executive officer of Loyola 
College. 

(c) The President shall be (ex 
officio) a member of the Board 
and Chairman of the Senate. 

(d) The President shall be a mem- 
ber of all committees. 

(e) The President shall be re- 
sponsible for the execution of 
all decisions reached by the 
Board, the Executive Committee 
of the Board, and the Senate, 
and shall have all the powers 
necessary for the discharge of 
this duty. 

(f) The President shall have such 
other powers and duties as from 
time to time may be conferred 
upon or assigned to him by the 
Board. 


Vice-Presidents 
24.(a) One or more Vice-Presidents 


shall be appointed by the Board, 
and shall hold office during the 
pleasure of the Board. 

(b) They shall assist the Pres- 
ident and have such other powers, 
rights and duties as may be as- 
signed to them by the Board. 


Composition of the Senate 
25. There shall be a Senate com- 
posed of twenty-eight members, 
the majority of whom shall be elec- 
ted: 


(a) nine ex officio members: 
The President (Chairman) 
The Academic Vice-President 
The Dean of Arts 
The Dean of Science 
The Dean of Commerce 
The Dean of Engineering. 
The Director of the Evening 
Division 
The Dean of Students 
The Registrar (Secretary) 
(b) two members appointed by 
the President 
(c) fourteen elected members of 
Faculty: 
eight by the Faculty of Arts 
four by the Faculty of Science 
one by the Faculty of Commerce 
one by the Faculty of Engineering 
(d) three members elected by 
the student body. 


Powers of the Senate 
26. Conformable to these statutes, 
the Senate shall be responsible 
for the educational policy of Loyola 
College and, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Board of Governors 
insofar as the expenditure of funds 
is concerned, shall have the fol- 
lowing powers: 
(a) to make regulations regarding 
the academic qualifications for 
appointment and_ promotion, 
tenure and sabbaticals, of the 
members of the academic staff; 
(b) to appoint committees as it 
may deem advisable, and to del- 
egate to any such committee any 
of its powers; 
(c) to determine the academic 
programs pursued at Loyola Col- 
lege, and to concern itself with 
the conduct, activities, and dis- 
cipline of the students; 
(d) to determine standards for 
admission to Loyola College, 
courses of study, and qualifica- 
tions for degrees; 
(e) to conduct examinations and 
appoint Examiners; 
(f) to deal with matters arising 
in connection with the award of 
scholarships, medals, prizes and 
other awards; 
(g) to confer academic degrees 
(h) to determine the academic 
terms on which any new Depart- 
ment may be established at Lo- 
yola College; 
(i) to appoint a Library Committee 
to define Library policy; 
(j) to submit an academic budget; 
(k) to make by-laws and regula- 
tions for the conduct of its af- 
fairs. 


Promulgation of these Statutes 

27. These Statutes will become ef- 
fective on November 30, 1968 for 
an initial period of three years.

The recent exploratory discus- 
sions between student and faculty 
members concerned with the pos- 
sibilities of meaningful cooperation 
between Loyola and Sir George Wil- 


llams University have led tothe rec- 


ommendation§ that representative 
committees be formed at both in- 
stitutions to continue these discus- 
sions on a formal basis. If Senate 
accepts this recommendation, a 
Loyola committee, including ad- 
ministration, faculty and student rep- 
resentatives will be formed and 
discussions could begin within the 
next two weeks. 

Cooperation between’ English 
speaking institutions has always 
been considered important by Loyo- 
la and, since Vol. 11 of the Parent 
Commission Report was published 
in 1964, Loyola has discussed co- 
operation with other institutions in 
Montreal - particularly Marianopolis, 
St. Joseph's Teachers College, Mc- 
Gill and Sir George Williams. 

These discussions have been re- 
lated to all aspects of English speak- 
ing post secondary education in- 
cluding CEGEP'’s, curriculum plan- 
ning, mounting costs, admission 
standards, shared computer and 
other facilities, faculty exchanges, 
etc.. 

It has become increasingly ap- 
parent that the advantages and dis- 
advantages of cooperation require 
thorough exploration in order that 
the educational and economic 
implicationscan be fully appreciated. 
Only in this way can community 
needs for education be better served. 

Prior to any formal discussions 
between existing institutions, it is 
essential that discussions take place 
within the Loyola community. It is 
expected that such discussions will 
take place at the next meeting of 
the Loyola Senate. 

We are well aware of the Depart- 
ment of Education’s concern for 
providing the best posible edu- 
cational opportunities throughout 
the Province for all its citizens. We 
share this concern and accept our 


The President of Loyola announ- 
ced that the nine-man commit- 
tee which will discuss with re- 
presentatives from Sir George 
Williams University some com- 
mon probtems and their possible 
solution is composed as follows.

responsibility as an educational 
institution to cooperate, to the best 
of our ability, in providing these 
opportunities. 

The College has received a 
$5,300,000 grant from the provincial 
government. The grant wipes out 
the existing debt. 

The Minister of Education, Jean- 
Guy Cardinal, has also informed the 
College that a further sum of $619,- 
000 has been recommended to cover 
the projected deficit for the current 
school year. 

Loyola, in its present state, does 
not qualify for regular university 
grants from the Quebec government. 

For years and years the school 
has been seeking recognition and 
money. The $5,300,000 is the first 
it has been given for capital ex- 
penditures since February 1964. 

“We are very happy that the long 
months of negotiation with the gov- 
ernment have resulted in a sum for 
Capital expenditures that is in keep- 
ing with our current commitment’ 
said Very Reverend Patrick G. Ma- 
lone. 

“We are pleased that good pro- 
gress is being made on bringing 
Loyola's operational support closer 
to the level of university spending. 
We feel that this puts our school on 
a more equitable basis with other 
institutions in the province.” 

The grant will enable the College 
to meet debts incurred since Feb- 
ruary 1964. It will pay for projects 
which have already been completed 
and are in use. 

“We made a complete presenta- 
tion to the government. They studied 
it very carefully and then came up 
with a solution that takes care of us, 
at least for the time being.” said 
Father Malone.

Homecoming ‘68 


The 1968 Homecoming evolved 
into a single day of activities; ar- 
tistically and financially the day was 
a SUCCESS. 

Seven priests concelebrated 
mass at 10:30 a.m. in the College 
Chapel. Approximately 175 wor- 
shipers were in attendance. Music 
for the service was provided by 
Bob Czerny and his group of folk 
singing students. 

The Hall of Fame reception held 
in Hingston Hall at 11:30 was at- 
tended by over 200 persons as was 
the luncheon in the Students’ Din- 
ing Room at 12:45 p.m. The recep- 
tion and luncheon were in honour 
of the four new members of the 
Hall of Fame: Messrs. Norman A. 
Smith °27, Edmund R. Meagher ’46, 
T. Connell Broden ’52, J. Joseph 
Poirier '57. 

These illustrious four join the 
ten charter members selected in 
1967. The ten chartered members 
are: the late Senator Charles 
“Chubby” Power ’07, His Excellen- 
cy Pedro R. Suinaga-Lujan ‘26, 
Paul Haynes ’30, Charles ‘“‘Dinny’”’ 
Dinsmore, Frank Shaughnessy, Sr., 
Frank Shaughnessy, Jr. °'32, Dr. 
Robert J. Brodrick '43, Bernie Mc- 
Callum ‘43, the late Robert John 
“Jake” Warren °43, and Robert 
“Bob” Bedard '51. 

Norm Smith, who graduated 
with the Birks Medal as ‘‘the most 
outstanding all-round person for 
four years of College’, was an all- 
time quarterback great in football 
at Loyola. He was also goal-tender 
for the Varsity hockey team, cap- 
tained several baseball teams, 
formed and coached the first box- 
ing team at the College, and star- 
red in lacrosse and track. In 1927 
he coached the Junior Varsity grid 
team to the provincial title. 

Born in East Weymouth, Mas- 
sachusetts, he returned to join the 
United States Navy immediately 
after Pearl Harbour. He emerged 
from the war as a lieutenant with 
the Bronze Star. He was President 
of the Loyola Alumni Association in 
1941. 

Ed Meagher’s name has been 
identified with Loyola and Mont- 
real sport for over thirty (30) years. 
An outstanding athlete, from prep 
school in 1936 to college grad- 
uation in 1946, he was particularly 
outstanding in Varsity football and 
hockey. He declined a_ profes- 
sional hockey contract offer from 
the Detroit Red Wings. In his senior 
year, he was awarded the Sports- 
manship Trophy and was elected 
President of the Loyola College 
Athletic Association. 

after graduation, he served as 
Athletic Director of the High School 
for fourteen (14) years and com- 
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bined a similar function for the 
College during ten (10) of those 
years. 

More than a quarter-century of 
coaching has been reflected by 
fourteen (14) football and hockey 
championships, including a Mani- 
toba Provincial High School title 
during a brief tenure as the coach 
at St. Paul’s in Winnipeg. 

Connie Broden’s career in ath- 
letics is one of rare distinction; 
he played on thirteen (13) cham- 
pionship teams, beginning with the 
Loyola High School Bantam foot- 
ball teams in 1946 and 1947. His 
most notable feat was in the 1957- 
58 season when he played on two 
world championship hockey teams - 
amateur and _ professional. That 
year he first lead the Whitby Dun- 
lops to the World Title in the Oslo, 
Norway tournament, where he was 
the top scorer. Then he returned 
to help the Montreal Canadiens 
win the Stanley Cup. The following 
year he was the player-coach of 
the professional Hull-Ottawa Cana- 
diens. 

Connie was also one of the finest 
fastball players in the Montreal area 
and was named the Most Valuable 
Player in the Snowdon League in 
1959. He and his teammates repre- 
sented Canada at the World Fast- 
ball tourney at Clearwater, Florida 
in that same year. 

Joe Poirier, a great defensive 
halfback of the Ottawa Rough 
Riders began his football career 
at Loyola where he _ starred on the 
Varsity teams of 1954 and 1955. He 
coached the Bantam teams of 1956 
and 1957. Joe also played on the 
Varsity hockey and_ basketball 
teams. As an athlete, he partici- 
pated in several other sports and 
was elected Vice-President of the 
Loyola College Athletic Association 
and won his All-Activity Letter. 

After graduating from Loyola, 
he was named an All-Star in the 
Intercollegiate League. He turned 
professional with the British Colum- 
bia Lions, but reached stardom 
with Ottawa in 1959. He was one of 
the leaders in the Riders’ 1960 Grey 
Cup triumph. He was named to the 
Canadian Football League AIll- 
Stars on six occasions. 

After the Hall of Fame activities 
the College football team played 
Royal Military College on the south 
campus. Unfortunately it was rain- 
ing very hard as the game com- 
menced, however many Alumni at- 
tended the well-played contest. 
Loyola for th first time in years had 
a respectable football team and 
proved their worth on this day. Half- 
time entertainment was provided by 
the full R.M.C. Pipe Band accom- 
panied by the majorettes and the 
cheerleaders of Loyola. 

The Dinner-Dance - the high- 
light of Homecoming '68 - was pre- 
ceeded by two cocktail parties. 


The President of the Association 
entertained in his home at five in 
the afternoon and this was followed 
at 7:30 by the usual cocktail party 
for patrons, governors and alumni 
executive. Through a combination 
of rather unusual circumstances 
and developments, this party was 
held in the Royal Suite of the Cha- 
teau Champlain instead of in La 
Huronie Room as planned. This was 
an excellent substitution for it 
would be difficult to find more 
beautiful Surroundings for a party. 

The dance itself was a success 
even though the floral decorations 
may have lacked just a bit of the 
brilliance of those on display in 
1967, and even though the food was 
not quite up to last year’s stan- 
dards, the Orchestra of Noel Ta- 
larico more than made up for both 
of these. 

Twenty-two (22) tables were set 
up and Boneless Squad Chicken 
‘Helene Boule” dinners wereserved; 
two bottles of wine were provided 
at each table. 

The guests of honour and senior 
patrons were the Honourable Vic- 
tor deB. Oland, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor of Nova Scotia, and Mrs. 
Oland. A bouquet of roses was 
presented to Mrs. Oland at the 
dance by the Freshman Quenn, 
Mary Ong, and in turn the Queen 
was presented with a small bouquet 
by the chairman. 

The Dinner-Dance, which com- 
menced at 8:30 p.m., continued on 
to the wee hours of the morning 
and most guests remained until 
the end. 

At the conclusion of the dance, 
the chairman’s suite on the 34th 
floor was available for those who 
were not anxious to set out im- 
mediately for home. 

The chairman, Larry Doherty, and 
his committee is most deserving 
of a vote of thanks from all mem- 
bers of the Association. The entire 
day was well organized and the 
cooperative spirit displayed by 
the chairman and his committee 
enabled all proceedings to function 
very smoothly.

Fall 
Convocation’68 


The Sixth Annual Fall Convoca- 
tion of Loyola of Montreal was held 
on Sunday afternoon, November 
10 to award eighty-six degrees. 

Fifty-eight graduates received 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts, six 
of them with honours; the Bachelor 
of Commerce degree was awarded 
to seventeen, including two with hon- 
Ours; and eleven obtained the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Science, two 
with honours. 


Convocation this fall was held in 
the F. C. Smith Auditorium. A near 
Capacity crowd of relatives and 
friends turned out to honour and 
compliment the “new Alumni’. Most 
of the graduates were from the 
Evening Division. Few “old’’ Alum- 
ni’ are aware that the programmes 
of studies of the Eevening Division 
are derived from those of the Day 
Division and are basically governed 
by the same academic standards 
and regulations which apply to full- 
time day students. The main differ- 
ences which exist between the two 
Divisions may be accounted for in 
terms of adaptations which appear 
justified in dealing with part-time 
adult students. 

Evening Division students are 
expected to attend all lectures, dis- 
Cussion groups, seminars and lab- 
oratory periods of the courses in 
which they are registered. Further- 
more all Evening Division students 
are expected to write examinations 
for all Courses in which they are 
registered. 

The dedication of the Evening 
Student is unsurpassed. He or she 
generally demonstrates exceptional 
courage in overcoming major dif- 
ficulties while proceeding to a de- 
gree. Their performance in scho- 
lastic duties and their unfailing 
loyalty are a mark of their calibre. 
Thus the large attendance at Con- 
vocation gave ample indication of 
the feelings of relatives and friends. 

The Convocation address was 
delivered by Maxwell Cohen, B.A., 
LL.B., LLM. @.C., LL.D. FALGA., 
Dean of the Faculty of Law, McGill 
University. He congratulated the 
students on their achievements and 
the College for providing the op- 
portunities and facilities. 

Fall Convocation 1968 gave evi- 
dence of some of the advances that 
have been accomplished by the 
Evening Division of the College.
